Punishment In Recent Fighting In 
on—German Artillery No Longer Match For Guns Of 


Ypres salient, says the conditions now 
are exactly the reverse of those of 
a year ugo, so well remembered by 
thousands of men now mustered out 
who took part in the great events of 
June, 1916, The Canadians then en- 
dured the enemy's concentrated fire 
from commanding positions, Now the 
Germans suffer greater losses—direct 
from Canadian guns that ure posted 
even more advantageous ground 
than the enemy then occupied. When 
the reader is told that there is no- 
thing but artillery activity on the 
front he should remember that, in 
the long run, the guns cause more loss 
and more seriously lower the morale 
of the enemy than rifles or bombs. 
Only well placed machine guns rival 
the artillery as a means of winning 
the war, 
Hun Guns Outclassed. 


The German artillery is no longer 
a match for the guns available for 
use by the allles on the west front— 
reinforced though as the enemy is be- 
lieved to have been, by many heavy 
guns from the Russian and Rouman- 
ian fronts. Instructions to the enemy 
gunners to use their ammunition 
sparingly are also increasingly fre- 
quent. This is indisputable evidence 
of the enemy’s stress, 

Behind our front, in rest billets, 
young Canada is having a great time 
with a fine equipment in sporting 
material supplied by friends at home.

FATAL FIRE IN A 
NEW YORK REFINERY 


Two Dead, Two Dying, Fifteen 
In Hospitals and Many 
Missing.

NEW YORK, June 13,—Two men 
are dead, two are dying, fift oth- 
ers are in hoepitals seriously Injured 
and fully twenty others are missing 
as the result of a fire which destroyed 
an eleven storey building used as a 
refinery by the American Sugar Re- 
fining company on the Brooklyn wa- 
terfront late tonight. The fire was 
started by the explosion of a con- 
densor, 

Vive hundred men were at work 
in the building when the fire be- 
gan. 

Two hours after the flames started 
many of the men were unaccounted 
tor, Fire Marshal Brophy declared 
he believed at least twenty had been 
trapped on the upper floors of the 
blazing building and that the number 
might run up to fifty. 3

Tweniy-two in Week 

London, June 138,—The weekly 
shipping revort issued by the Admir- 
alty today states that 22 British mer- 
chantmen of more than 1,600 tons 
were sunk. ‘en merchantmen of less 
than 1,600 tons also were sunk, to- 
gether with six fishing vessels, 

This week's figures show a consid- 
erable increase in submarine activity 
as compared y!th recent weeks. Last 
Wednesday's s'atement reported a to- 
tal of only 23 vessels sunk, against 
the 88 now announced, The aggregate 
{s the largest of any for a month 
past. Last week only fifteen vesse's 
of more than 1,600 tons were sunk, 
and three of less than that tonnage.

Foster Says Cause of Present

OTTAWA, June 13.—Sir George

He said the country would fa- 
vor the exercise of more energy on 
the part of the department, 


NEW PROCESS 
WILL CUT COAL 
PRICES IN TWO 


Scheme Completed for Treatment 
of Lignite Deposits of 
Western Canada. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WINNIPEG, June 13..-—The tmport- 
ant anouncement was made today by 
Dr. Ruttan of the government's re- 
search council to the Manufacturers’ 
association that Western Canada will 
have an abundance: of «coal within 
a very short time at a price about two- 
thirds the price of anthracite. This 
will be secured by a process for the 
treatment of lignite coal lying in such 
vast quantities in) Western > Canada; 
and, according to figures given by Dr. 
Ruttan, there can be turned out from 
Winnipeg from 100,000 to 200,000 tons 
daily. 

Scheme Completed 

The whole scheme for this under- 
taking is complete and has been re- 
commended to the government, pre- 
liminary cost of equipment being giv- 
en at $400,000. 

Dr. Ruttan's announcement was re- 
ceived enthusiastically by the con- 
vention, 

Ex-Mayor Deacon, Winnipeg, as- 
sured Dr, Ruttan that if that sum was 
all that was necessary for _a project 
that’would prove fheh a boon to West- 
ern Canada, he need have no uneasi- 
ness of mind, for in Winnipeg on any 
afternoon it could be got. 

Industrial Research Work 

Dr. A. B. McCallum, chairman of 
the research council, explained that 
the object of the council was to en- 
deavor to bring to bear upon indus- 
tries of Canada all scientific methods 
which would advance them; to in- 
vestigate and discovere new methods; 
and to determine what the country 
equally has in the way of natural 
powers and resources. He emphas- 
ized the need for a permanent re- 
search industrial labaratory where ex- 
perts could take up and solve all 
problems of industry and manuyfac- 
ture,

Local enemy 
attacks carried out against Doldzell, 
in the region of Lake Doiran, on the 
night of June 11-12, were repulsed, 
On the right bank of the Vardar thore 
was intermittent activity by both ar- 
tilleries and cannonading an‘ rifle 
fire in the region of Monastir and 
Bogdani. British aviators bombarded 
enemy depots at Bogdani.

AND WEALTH 


Hon. Geo. Graham Gives Notice 
of Resolution for House of 
Commons.

OTTAWA, June 18.—Hon. Geo. P. 
Graham has given notice of a resolu- 
tion relative to the conscription of 
wealth which is to be moved as an 
amendment to the motion to go into 
supply and voted on in order to give 
the members of the opposition an op- 
portunity to express their view as to 
what steps they think should be ta- 
ken by the government in addition to 
the conscription of men, It will not 
be moved as an amendment to the 
government military service bill prob- 
abiy because of fear of Liberal sup- 
porters of conscription that such an 
amendment would endanger that mea- 
sure.

WHEN BOMBS BEGAN 
TO FALL NEAR BY 


Grand Trunk Railway Manager 
Tells of Exciting Experience 
In London Air Raid.

LONDON, June 13,—Mr. fred Sal- 
ter, Kuropean manager of the Grand 
Trunk Railway system, had an excit- 
ing experience during today's raid. He 
was in a building. in the heart of the 
centre attacked when the raiders ar- 
rived, and when the first bomb fell 
close by everybody shouted “Down on 
your faces.” Everyone lay prone. In 
another second the windows fell In.

VENIZELOS TO 
HAVE CONTROL 
GREEK AFFAIRS 


Matin Says He Will Play Import- 
ant Part In Future of 
Country, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PARIS, June 13,—It is certain that 
M. Venizelos will be called upon to 
play an important part in the immedi- 
ate future of Greece, says the Matin, 
but it would be premature, it thinks 
to attempt to define what he will do. 
“Prince Nicholas, who has been his 
brother's evil genius, must leave the 
kingdom,” says the newspaper. As to 
the king, the queen and the crown 
prince, it is probable that not many 
days will lapse before they embark. 

“The abdication of Constantine, 
who had been told by Emperor Wil- 
Ham to keep his throne, undoubtedly 
is a severe setback for Germany. The 
action of the allies was foreseen in 
Athens and despairing appeals were 
made to the Emperor to send a few 
divisions which would spare his sis- 
ter the humiliation of giving away to 
an ultimatum presented by France in 
the name of the protecting powers. 
The emperor did nothing because the 
military situation did not allow him to 
send troops,” 

Englatid Has No Regrets 

LONDON, June 13.—The abdica- 
tion of King Constantine will cause 
no regrets in England. In the days 
before the war he frequently visited 
English resorts with his family and 
was a popular figure here, but his 
actions since the war began, which 
have been interpreted as strongly pro- 
German, lost, him almost all his 
friends. For many months, there has 
been a strong party in an outside par- 
Nament. which demanded that vigor- 
ous measures’ be taken to curb his an- 
ti-entente activities. 

The former Greek crown prince, 
George, 1s no more popular in Eng- 
land than Constantine, as it is be- 
lieved that he, like his father, is un- 
der the influence of his German moth- 
er, who is a sister of Emperor Wil- 
liam. Prince Alexander, who is to be 
king, is expected to act more in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of former 
Premier Venizelos who so often has 
come to the rescue of Greece in her 
days of trouble, 

Integrity of Country 

On its comment upon King Con- 
stantine's abdication, the Westminster 
Gazette, after referring to Constan- 
tine’s record and his refusal of Ser- 
bia's apeal to come to her aid and 
so fulfill the treaty obligations he un- 
dertook after the second Balkan war, 
says: 

“The Allies were absolutely sincere 
in expressing their desire to protect 
the integrity and independence of 
Greece, Prince Alexander wil have 
fair play as constitutional ruler, and 
his country, if it so chooses, as an 
honest neutral.” 

Prevent Harvest Control. 

“Is it not time to depose King Con- 
stantine?” was the question asked in 
the Dally Chronicle yesterday morn- 
ing. Lord Robert Cecil had stated in 
the house of commons that the al- 
lies were taking steps to prevent Con- 
stantine from obtaining control of the 
Thessallan harvest. ‘Thessaly is the 
most important grain growing region 
of Greece and its harvest will very 
soon be reaped. If the grain had 
passed into Constantine's hands he 
would have lad the wherewithal to 
defy an allied blockade for a long 
time to come, 

“The king has always attached ex- 
treme importance to keeping the dis- 
trict within tho royalist boundaries 
and,” says the Chronicle, “although 
it is reputed to include @ large pro- 
portion of \Venizelists among its pop- 
ulation, it was left to the king when 
the allies agreed on the line between 
the territory under his governnient 
and that of the Venizelists last year. 
This was done, presumably, because 
the alternative then would have been 
war with King Constantine's still nu- 
merous army—a war which the allied 
army at Salonik:, busied with the Bu'- 
gars and threatened by the Germans

London, June 13.—In a swift and 
deadly raid on the city of London tlo- 
day German airplanes took heavy toll 
in killed and wounded, Other places 
were uttacked but so far as fs known 
at present by far the heavier losses 
occurred in London town itself, 

At a late hour tonight the casualties 
as officially announced numbered 534, 
including 97 killed and 434 wounded, 
Mifty-five men met death and 228 men 
were wounded Sixteen women and 
26 children were killed and 122 wo- 
men and 94 children were wounded, 

The German squadron consisted of 
about fifteen machines, and the down- 
town section of London was thelr chief 
objective, Many bombs fell in the 
east end where buildings were des- 
troyed and others badly damaged and 
scores of persons fell victtms to the 
explosions. In one instance ten chil- 
dren were killed in a school and fifty 
were injured. 

One Brought Down 

British airplanes ascended on the 
signal that hostile machines were 
coming, but the Germans remained 
at a great height and flew’ swiftly 
and evidently the British fighters had 
difficulty in the pursuit for the loss 
of only one German machine has been 
recorded. Others are reported to 
have been brought down but there 1s 
no official confirmation of this, The

PASSENGERS 
KILLED WHEN 
TRAIN BOMBED 


Two Carriages Struck During 
London Raid — Numbers 
Burned To Death. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, June 18,.—Terrible scenes 
were witnessed during the air raid at 
au railway station where two bombs 
were dropped. Luckily they missed 
the busy section of the station, but 
struck w train at the far end of the 
platform, fairly full of passengers, 
waiting to stuart. 

The two foremost carriages were 
destroyed. One bomb hit the train 
squarely and ono carriage caught fire. 
Several passengers were killed and 
others badly injured and unable (vo 
escape were incinerated. It is believ- 
ed that 24 persons were killed or in- 
jured in this train. 

Another coach standing on an ad- 
Joining Iine was in the service of a 
travelling medical board, ‘This also 
burst into flames and soon became a 
charred mass. Some of the bodies 
were so burned as to make identifica- 
tion difficult.

Fourth Plane Attack 


This is the fourth rald in Germany's 
new series of aerial attacks on Eng- 
land, in which airplanes have been 
substituted for Zeppelins, apparently 
on account of the success of the Brit- 
ish in bringing down the dirigibles. 

The last previous raid was on June 
5, when 18 airplanes dropped bombs 
on Bssex and Kent. Wight of the 18 
machines in the German squadron 
were driven down by British airmen 
in this raid in which two persons were 
killed and 29 injured, 

On May 23 four or five German 
aircraft flew over the eastern Eng- 
lish counties and dropped bombs 
which killed one man. ‘The largest 
number of casualties in these attacks 
Was occasioned by the raid on May 26 
over southeast England in which about 
16 airplanes took part. The bombs 
dropped killed 70 persons and injured 
174, 

Description of Raid 

LONDON, June 18.—Three hostile 
airplanes appeared over the busiest 
part of the downtown section of Lon- 
don at half-past 11 this morning and 
worked a rapid transformation tn the 
busy streets. The sound of the ex- 
plosions of bombs in the east and of 
anti-aircraft guns from perches 
around the business districts gave the 
public warning of danger, vehicular 
traffic stopped Instantly, Omnibus 
drivers ordered all passengers to alight 
and ‘busses, taxicabs, wagons and 
lorries were left stranded in the 
Streets until the danger was past. 

Shopkeepers and their patrons, 
barbers and thelr customers, bankers 
and lawyers ano their cllent® quietly 
and promptly adjourned their busi- 
ness and hurried to such places’ of 
safety as the mental state of each par- 
ticular person cemanded. 

Special constables appeared by the 
hundred, as if by magic, In every nook 
and corner of the narrow-laned down- 
town district and ordered pedestrians 
within doors. It was difficult, how- 
ever, to keep the populace’ under 
cover, as many of the people were 
more interested in getting a glimpse 
of the battle cverhead than in escap- 
ing danger. ; 

Crowds on Flat Roofs 

There was no way to keep the 
crowds off the flat roofs of the down- 
town buildings, where presumably the 
danger of falling shrapnel was great- 
est, but where a superb view of the 
raiders could bs obtained. From the 
roof of the Asscciated Press office the 
airplanes could be distinctly seen at 
a height of at least two miles in the 
triangular formation which is a famil- 
jar sight to e»yone who has visited 
the western front The trio were so 
high that they appeared like’ three 
shiny flakes of snow against the bright 
sky. 

The antl-alreraft 
ing fairly 


gunners were do- 
creditable work in this, 
their first battle practice in many 
months, The raiders, apparently, 
were a little too high for the guns, 
which nevertheless were very useful in 
forcing the enemy to keep at an al- 
titude where it was impossible to lo- 
cate any objectives, 
Gunners Made It Hot 

The flaky smoke from thirty 
forty shrapnel bursts fired in re- 
peated salvos from a dozen or more 
eager guns hung long minutes tn the 
sky, outlining the three aviators in a 
frame of white puffs. It was plain 
to see that che snarling bursts were 
too close to the visitors for their com 
fort, calling forth a frantic series of 
machine gun signals from the squad- 
ron leader, directing his brood to re- 
treat quickly, 

The little squadron’ 
London was like a great hairpin —a 
straight arrow flight into the elty, 
then a wide curve and a straight ar 
row flight out again. The whole visit 
of this trio cecupled jess than five 
minutes and no other raiders were 
visible from this observation point 

Three times the explosion of bombe 
shook the roof with « slightly diffs 
ent tremulo than the rocking of the 
earth under the anti-aireraft guns 
but the bombs were evidently at somo 
distance from this point, and the vista 
over the city roofs showed no eftcct 
of their explosion 

The east end stood the strain of the 
raid well and there was no panic, 
such as one might expect to find 
among a population of this class, 
which is largeiy foreign. Business 
was at a standstill In many sections 
for a few minutes and great throngs 
gathered about the wrecked buildings, 
but they were orderly crowds, bent on 
seeing what damage the Germans had 
done. And there was plenty of dam- 
ago, too, for scores of buildings had 
suffered and more than one was sti! 
smoking from fires which tho engines 
were working upon, 

In some sections of the city where 
bombs had been dropped traffic was 
held up almost entirely owing to the 
dense crowds and to the work being 
done by police and firemen tn the 
damaged buildings. Every available 
policeman wis called to the = scene, 
even the night policemen being rout- 
ed out to assist in hand ing the trou. 
ble.

Rushed to Hospli‘al 

Throughout the bonibed area there 
was a steady movement of ambu- 
lances collecting the injured and rush- 
ing them to the hospitals One hos- 
pital, which is partly supported by 
donations from New York, and has 
been used largely for wounded sol- 
diers, probably got more patients 
than any other in this section. These 
soldiers did yeoman's work as the in- 
Jured arrived, not in caring for those 
hurt, but in giving comfort to rela- 
tives who gathered about the building 
to learn the fate of those being car- 
ried within.

HIGH: GIVES 
EXHIBITION 


Pupils Display Skill At Closing 
Exercises — Prizes 
Awarded, 


The opportunities open to the 
younger generation to secure an early 
business training were illustrated in 
an interesting and varied manner at 
the closing exercises of the Commer- 
cial high school, carried out at the 
Allan Gray school last night. 

There was a large gathering of stu- 
dents and their friends, and ample 
opportunity was furnished of observ- 
ing the thoroughness and excellence 
of the work done at the commercial 
school, The program included de- 
monstrations in typewriting and short- 
hand, spelling contests, and the pres- 
entation of awards for proficiency in 
the different school subjects. “A 
sound mind In a sound body," seems 
to be the motto of this school, as in 
addition there was singing and danc- 
ing by the students and the awarding 
of trophies for games. 

History of the School 

J. PP, Page, headmaster at the 
school, gave a brief history of its 
working since the institution of the 
school in 1912 by the public school 
board. It is now under the jurisdic- 
tion of the department of education. 
Mr. Page recounted the successes of 
{ts pupils in the provincia] examina- 
tions, and sald that out of seven in 
the province who had secured honors 
for 75 per cent of marks six had come 
from the Commercial high school. In

Dr. Robertson Tells of Great Food 
Shortage — Pays Tribute 
To France. 


, “I think that millions wil be starved 
i to death next winter, despite the best 


that we can do,” such was the startling

Robertson to the members of the Can- 


" adian Club, when meeting at tho Mac- 
r donald hotel Wednesday 

a “One of the must versatilo men that 
; wo have met,” said H. Milton Martin, 

chairman, when introducing Dr. Rob- 
3 ertson, who he added, when last at 

i: Edmonton, talked to them of agricul- 
: ture and technical school work. He 

if was now going to tell of the work of 

the Red Cross and of what ho had 
seen of its dvuings at the front. 
Dr. Robertson did tell of what he 

4 had seen at the front, but first of all 

afl said that he wished to draw an out- 
line of the altuation, after which they 
could draw thoir own conclusions 
whether they would take a greater 
part In the war than they had before. 
And his words were terrible in their 
import. 

“We are not thinking of the war 
yet,’ said the doctor,” it has not its 
grip on us, we only givo a little leisure 
time to war things.” 

The Food Situation 

“The food situation at the present 
time,” added the speaker, “ is the 
gravest of all situations of the war 
since the battle of the Marne.” 

“The danger is from lack of food for 
the armies and that there will not be 
enough to sustain the civil population 
of the Allies,” continued Dr. Robert- 
gon, and he asked his hearers to con- 
centrate on the {dea of economizing 
food and preventing waste so that 
more could be spared for the Allies. 
He pointed out that in the States they 
were now carying on a campaign for 
the use of corn bread, instead of wheat 
bread, because otherwise they would 
have no wheat to spare for overseas. 
He placed emphasis on the fact that 
the crop in Canada was less than be- 
fore, then the more need for the great- 
est efforts in production of food, and 
economy in food. 

No Remedy Till 1919. 

And no one, sald Dr. Robertson, 
thought that the situation could be 
more than ameliorated until the har- 
vest of 1919. 

‘ How could they avoid waste? Gath- 
er the people together and tell them 
what they had to do. How they could 
use less food and how they could uss 
substitute foods which were not adapt- 
ed for the use of the armies. There 
was one thing, said the speaker, he 
did commend them‘to ehift thoir cat- 
ing to oats instead of wheat. Alberta 
was an oatmeal province, he knew 
that. It would have to be done, be- 
cause there would be no men or ma- 
chinery available for moving stuff 
about presently and each province 
would have to be self-sustaining. 

Wanted to Start ‘Thinking. 

Dr. Robertson said that he made 
these few statements in order to start 
them thinking, and if they went into 
this work under the enthuslasm of 
public service, it would save them 
much hardship now and perhaps dire 
poverty after peace had been won. 

Proceeding to speak of his visit to 
the area of war, Dr. Robertson paid a 
wonderful tribute to France, and the 
marvellous devotion with which she 
is prosecuting the war. 

No Decadence in France. 

Dr. Robertson made his address a 
series of mental pictures, which he 
tried to place before his hearers, and 
France, he said, was now a great wo- 
man with her sleeyes turned = up, 
fighting to preserve the liberties and 
lives of her children, There could 
have been no decadence about the

The dispute between the com- 
pany and its men came to a head 
quickly that the pubic was unpre 
pared for the turn of events this morn 
ing. Hundreds of jitneys did a thriy- 
Ing business, but there were thous 
ands of early workers who had te 
walk tn from their homes in outlying 
districts. 

Recently the union presented a de 
mand for an increase of wages t 
meet the hizh cost of l.ving. Th 
company offered a compromise whic} 
Was not accepted. So far there ha: 
been no disturbance.

The Civillan, the publication of the 
Civil Service Federation of Canada, 
gives statistics showing that up tothe 
1st of June, 1917, the enlistments 
from the Canadian public service in 
Ottawa exceed 981 and outside of Ot- 
tawa 2,827, a total of 3,808. It Is stat- 
ed that the record ts incomplete be- 
cause a number of departments had 
not reported new enlistments for some 
time previous to the date stated and 
two had never furnished complete 
lists. Further no enlistments which 
took place subsequent to the mention 
of conscription in the House of Com- 
mons by the Premier are counted. If 
the record were to be completed to 
the date stated, enlistments from the 
service in Ottawa would be found to 
exceed 1000 and from the remainder of 
the service to exceed 4,000, making a 
grand total of 6,000 men freely and! 
voluntarily enlisted for active service. 
More than a thousand men of the Ca- 
nadian Government railway staffs who 
have enlisted are not included in the 
figures.

COMPULSORY SERVICE. 

Compulsory service is the only 
way of putting the whole strength 
of a nation into a war; and the 
only way of levying the sacrifice 
of war equitably upon all citizens. 
And any sort of so-called compul- 
sory service which does not do 
both these things is a fraud and 
a delusion. 


A NEW ALLY. 

It is hopeful to learn that the 
Russian provisional Government 
has won the first round in the

That failing, he proposed a gener- 
al election, on the basis that the 
electors could not reject him with- 
out also rejecting conscription, 
nor endorse conscription without 
continuing him in the Premier- 
ship. 

All the way through the piece 
Sir Robert Borden has played 
‘politics as usual,’’ with the eon- 
sistent purpose of continuing him- 
self as head of the Government, 
the fate of conscription being a 
matter of secondary  considera- 
tion, He has sought, to tie him- 
self up to conscription in such a 
Way that conseription could not 
carry without carrying him also. 
The circumstance that he might 
be more of a load than conserip- 
tion could carry has not counted,
